in SSeaeee. announces that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company have decided to call for tenders for the construction of 
the main canal in connection with their irrigation work in Alberta.

250,000,000 cubic feet of earth will have to be removed, and the 
work will have to be done by power plants such as steam shovels, 
railways, &c. The project is designed to make useful for agricul- 
ture and grazing some 3,000,000 acres of land now lying waste, 
owing to the lack of moisture, the region being subject to cycles 
of extreme drought. Of the tract to be reclaimed, it is estimated that 
1,500,000 will be rendered fit for growing cereals of all kinds, the 
balance to be devoted to grazing and cultivation of grasses. At 
present, however, the company’s plans are to bring but 300,000 
acres under irrigation, and after cclonising that, to extend the 
works gradually until the system covers the entire area.

The imports from Austria are said to consist principally of the 
cheapest class of furniture, such as bentwood chairs and veneered 
goods, for which kind there will alw ays be a very large demand in 
Beypt. The possibility of competing with such goods, if not fr om 
England, at least within the British Empire, is shown by the 
admirable manufactures recently imported into Egypt from andie. 
This furniture, made of Canadian “ golden oak,” has a most 
finished appearance, and is of thorough and durable workmanship. 
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Owing to the cheapness of the raw materials in Canada, a highly 
organised and specialised system of manufacture and packing, and 
an enormous production, it can be sold in Egypt at the price of 
much inferior goods from other countries. At the present 
moment it enjoys the additional advantages of cheap transport, 
the low freight prevailing adding only 30 per cent. to its cost 
f.io.b. It is believed that it only needs to be properly introduced 
to the public in order to command a large sale. 

The furniture brought from France and Italy, continues the 
report, is of better style, and consequently higher in price, than 
that from Austria; but although the preponderant demand in 
Egypt is for cheap goods, there is yet a constant and growing 
market among the wealthier classes for articles of luxury, such as 
high-class furniture. It is pointed out to British manufacturers 
that there is no depdt or showroom of English furniture in that 
country, and that, as far as is known, no British firm has even a 
representative on the spot, many persons to whom the high quality 
of English furniture is known having been at the pains of ordering 
it from England. The system of purchase by instalment, in 
practice on such a vast scale in England and on the continent, to 
the mutual benefit of the dealer and of the purchaser with a 
moderate but regular income, is utterly unknown in Egypt.

RUSSIA. 


The “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” of 21st January contains a 
report by the French Consul at Odessa on the 
openings for motor-cars and bicycles in Southern 
Russia. In this report he remarks that, although 
the roads in Southern Russia, even in the prin-

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cipal towns, are badly made and kept, the demand for bicycles 
and motor-cars is steadily growing. In the latter case, the trade 
has developed surprisingly in the space of a few months. At the 
present moment only three or four firms in Odessa sell bicycles ; 
the principal firm sell yearly about 300 bicycles, mostly Russian 
and German, at an average price of 130 roubles. A great number 
of these machines are sent in detached parts, and put together at 
Odessa. There are now about thirty motor-cars and motor-bicycles 
in use in Odessa, mostly of French make; a demand for more 
undoubtedly exists. Manufacturers must bear in mind: (1) that, 
owing to the roads, machines must be of the most solid type; 
(2) that, in order to compete with cheap German and Belgian 
makers, a depét in Odessa where detached parts could be put 
together, would be of the greatest service, as the duty on manu- 
factured machines is, proportionately, much heavier than that on 


parts.

Staves and handles are always in demand. There has been a 
idee tiie change made lately, to a limited extent, in the 
Wenatiea transportation of wines, alcohols, and other 
liquids. Instead of putting them in the 
ordinary sized barrels of 200 to 300 litres (44 to 66 Imperial 
gallons) they are shipped in huge tuns containing from 10,000 to 
20,000 litres (2,200 to 4,400 Imperial gallons). This method of 
shipping reduces the cost of transportation and creates a demand 
for especial kinds of staves, the usual dimensions of which are :— 
Length of staves and diameter of tun, 2 metres (78°7 inches) ; 
contents, largest tun, 20,000 litres (4,400 gallons); medium tun, 
15,000 litres (2,300 gallons); smallest tun, 13,000 litres (2,860 
gallons). 
This stave business, it is said, is deserving of especial attention, 
as it promises a fine field for future development. 





FRANCE—SOMALILAND. 


The ‘ Dépéche Coloniale,” of 24th December, remarks that the 
Cotton Goods construction of the Ethiopian Railway (see 
at Djibouti p. 232 of last week’s issue of the ‘ Journal”) 

should create before long an important trade 
in all kinds of goods, and particularly in cottons, through the 
port of Djibouti. 

There is already a large trade in Abyssinian markets in cotton 
goods, and a keen competition exists between American manu- 
tacturers and Indian manufacturers, the latter supplying customarily 
the East African Coast. 





PORTUGAL.

F be nat le a Vienna ‘“‘Handels Museum,” a considerable 
ca : “ae 4 quantity of leather is imported into Turkey vid 
yo ain Constantinople. France furnishes sole leather 


from South American hides ; Italian sole leather 
is cheaper; that from Hungary has a good demand. Next comes 
leather from neighbouring tanneries, as Chios and Aivali. From 
India and the Argentine come raw hides. Calf leather and patent 
leathers come mostly from France, as do also white leather ; other 
sorts come from Germany. Leather for boots is of Austrian origin ; 
kid leather comes from France; sheep leather from France and 
Germany. Shoemaking in Tatavla and Stamboul is increasing. 
While there is some market for European styles, most of the trade 
is in the various kinds of native shoes such as tscharuks, a kind of 
coarse sandal, and yemeni, a sandal without heel parts. 

The German Consul at Canea reports that there is a growing 
demand for leather in Crete. Good sole leather is obtained from 
France, although Austria and Italy furnish cheaper qualities. 
Bright-coloured calf leather for summer shoes is furnished by 
Germany, as is also leather for bookbinding. Vienna sends various 
leather wares, as pocket-books, cigarette cases, &c.

CHANGES IN THE MONTHLY TRADE ACCOUNTS 
FOR 1904. 

The Board of Trade desire to direct attention to the fact that 
several important changes have been introduced into the statements 
relating to imports and exports to be contained in the ‘‘ Monthly 
Accounts of Trade and Navigation” for 1904. A comparison of 
the Accounts for January with those issued during each month of 
1903 will show that the principal of these changes, so far as they 
relate to the specification of new headings or to chemiges 1 in pre- 
viously existing ones, are as follow :— 

I.—Import SECTION OF THE ACCOUNTS. 

In Group I. of this Section, relating to imports of ‘‘ Food, Drink, 
and Tobacco,” the imports of “ Poultry (alive or dead)” and 
“Game (alive or dead)” are for the future to be shown separately, 
instead of being included under the one head of ‘ Poultry and 
Game.” Similarly in Group II., relating to imports of “ Raw 
Materials,” the imports of “ Linseed Oil,” ‘‘ Cotton Oil,” ‘“‘ Rape 
Oil,” and ‘‘ Other Sorts” of Seed Oils are to be separately distin- 
guished instead of being included under the general head of “Seed 
Oil,” as formerly. Several alterations have also been made in 
Group III. (“ Articles wholly or mainly manufactured”). Among 
these are the raising of new headings under “ Iron and Steel and 
manufactures thereof” for ‘“ Railway Wheels and Axles (com- 
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plete),” and ‘‘ Wire Nails;” and the substitution of a heading for 
“Steel in ingots, blooms, billets, slabs, sheet bars, tin-plate 
bars, or similar manufactured” for the former one for “‘ Steel, un- 
wrought or part wrought.’ In this Group also the former 
heading for ‘‘ Hardware” is now sub-divided, so as to show 
separately the ‘imports of “ Hollow-ware, enamelled,” ‘ Hollow- 
ware, not enamelled,” and “ Other Sorts ” ; quantities (in tons) are 
given under the various heads for “ Machinery,” the imports of 
which were formerly stated by value only ; ‘Flannels,” “ Hosiery,” 
and ‘‘ Mohair Braids and Laces” receive separate mention under 
‘Woollen and Worsted Manufactures,” while the former heading 
for manufactures of “ Goats’ Wool or Hair ” is suppressed. Other 
alterations in this Group are the introduction of new headings 
under “Chemicals” for ‘“ Coal Tar Products, not Dyes,” ‘‘ Cream 
of Tartar,” “ Muriate of Ammonia,” “ Sulphuric Acid,” and ‘ Tar- 
taric Acid”; and the sub-division of the former heading for 
‘‘Chinaware or Porcelain and Earthenware,” so as to show 
separately particulars of the imports of ‘‘ Porcelain, Chinaware, 
and Parian,” “ Earthenware (including Semi-Porcelain, Majolica, 
and Glazed Hearth or Wall Tiles),” “Jet, Rockingham, and 
Glazed Terra Cotta Ware,” “ Red Pottery, Stoneware, Brown and 
Yellow Ware,” and “ Other Sorts (including Electrical Ware and 
Door Fittings, and Chemical Ware). ” The imports of “ Motor 
Cycles” are now distinguished separately from those of “ Motor 
Cars” - ** Musical Instruments” are sub-divided into ‘‘ Pianos,” 
? Organs and Harmoniums,” and “ All other Instruments,” with 
separate heading for “ Parts of Musical Instruments”; and “ Oil 
Seed Cake” is also sub-divided so as to show “ Linseed Cake,” 
‘‘ Cotton Seed Cake,” “ Rape Seed Cake,” and ‘Oil Seed Cake of 
Other Sorts ” separately. 

Additional information is also given under various headings in 
this section of the Accounts in respect of the countries from which 
goods are imported. 


II.—SECTION RELATING TO Exrorts OF BRITISH AND IRISH 
PRODUCE. 

In this Section of the Accounts, in addition to various altera- 
tions as regards the statement of countries to which goods are 
exported, the following changes are noticeable :— 

Under the head of ‘Seed Oils” the exports of ‘Linseed Oil,” 
“Cotton Oil,” “Rape Oil,” and “Other Seed Oil” are now 
separately distinguished. Some re-arrangement of the headings 
in the Class for “ Iron and Steel and Manufactures thereof” has 
been effected, principally due to a re-grouping of the separate 
heads for “Iron” and “ Steel” under the one head for “Iron or 
Steel.” Separate headings have, however, been introduced in this 
Class for ‘“‘ Railway Wheels and ‘Axles (complete), ” and “ Girders, 
Beams, Joists, and Pillars.” Under the heading for “‘ Hardware ”

separate particulars are now shown of the exports of ‘“ Hollow- 
ware, enamelled,” ‘“ Hollow-ware, not enamelled,” and ‘ Other 
Sorts.” As in the case of the Import Section of the 
Accounts, the exports of the different descriptions of 
Machinery are now stated in tons instead of by value only as 
formerly. The sub-headings for ‘“‘ Wool” other than raw Sheep 
and Lambs’ Wool have been revised so that particulars are 
now given of the exports of “Shoddy, Mungo, &c,” “ Flocks 
and Waste,” ‘Noils,” and “Tops.” Considerable changes 
have also been made in the classification of ‘ Chemicals, 
Drugs, Dyes, and Colours,” particulars now being shown 
separately for “Cream of Tartar,” ‘“ Muriate of Ammonia,” 
“Sulphuric Acid,” and “Tartaric Acid,” while the heading for 
“Coal Tar Products, not Dyes,” has been subdivided into 
‘“ Aniline and Coal Tar Oils,” “Carbolic Acid,” ‘‘ Naphthalene 
and Anthracene,” and “ Other Sorts.” Under ‘“ Chinaware or 
Porcelain and Earthenware,” separate particulars are given for 
the different heads enumerated above as among the changes 
introduced into the Import Section of the Accounts, and similar 
alterations to those specified in that Section are also made 
in respect of exports of ‘‘ Motor Cycles,” ‘“ Musical instruments,” 
and ‘‘ Oil-Seed Cake.” 

It is further intended to publish each quarter an account of the 
value of the re-exports (1.e., the exports of goods previously 
imported) to each Foreign Country and British Possession, as is 
already done in the case of imports and of exports of British and 
Irish Produce. 


FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY, 1904.* 
I—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for January, 1904, show a decrease in the 
value, as compared with the corresponding month of 1903, of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, of the Exports of British produce, 
and also of the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in January, 1904, was 45,993,8631., 
a decrease of 232,652/., or °5 per cent., as compared with those 
in January, 1903, whilst the total Exports amounted to 29,795,3651., 
showing a net decrease of 1,175,9891. The Exports of British 
produce alone show a decrease of 820,2711., or 3°3 per cent., as 
compared with January, 1903, whilst there is a decrease of 
355,7181., or 5°9 per cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial 
merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN JANUARY, 1904. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended January, 1904, amounted to 2,979,361 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 3,670,965 tons, as against 2,884,108 tons 
entered and 3,714,425 tons cleared in the month of January, 
1903. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during January, 1904, amounted to 2,660,776 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,593, 313 tons, as against 2, 521 817 
tons entered, and 2,504,271 tons cleared in J anuary, 1903.

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GLASS-MAKING IN GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee of the Staffordshire County Council a pamphlet 
containing extracts from a report by Mr. Frederick Carder (of the 
Wordsley School of Art), on a visit to the glass-making districts 
of Germany and Austria carried out by him under the auspices 
of the Staffordshire Technical Instruction Committee. 

Mr. Carder’s first visit was to the laboratory of Professor H. 
Seger and Herr E. Cramer in Berlin, where he was struck with 
the flourishing state of this laboratory, as showing how thoroughly 
the Germans go into the scientific part of their manufactures. 

It was at the works of Herr CU. Brimer, about three miles from 
Koepenick, which is seven miles from Berlin, that Mr. Carder saw 
for the first time during his visit some of the differences in method 
between Germany and England, which he describes as follows :-— 

‘The furnaces are worked on the Siemens’ regenerator system, the 
gas being produced from Stein coal (anthracite); these are oblong in 
shape with five pots on each side. ‘The men work on a stage or plat- 
form of wood, erected round the furnace, which is about two feet six 
inches in height and seven feet wide. This enables the blower to 
be well over his work; when blowing in the moulds he was served 
by boys who remain on the floor of the glasshouse. A large 
business is done in pressed glass, and small rails are laid round 
the glass house for running the large presses and moulds used in 
making it. The beer cups, so universally seen in Germany and 
Austria, butter dishes for the English market, and dishes of many 
other sorts and shapes were made in this way, some with very 
good patterns. ‘The model shop, machine shop, mixing room, and 
grinding room were visited in turn, and in all I was struck by 

the attention paid to economy of labour, time and material. ‘The 
economy in time is specially noticeable in the way in which the 
metal is worked out of the pots in the day, filled again, and 
melted during the night, ready for the next day’s work.” 
Regarding a visit made to T'schernitz, Mr. Carder remarks on 
the good plan on which the works appear to have been laid out. 
In a large and lofty building they have six Siemens’ regenerative 
furnaces, some with 12 pots and others with 10 pots in each 
furnace, all the pots being open. All round the building there 
are large and wide openings, capable of being shut with doors 
running on wheels, but there was no dust and dirt about, as in 
the glass houses in England, and the atmosphere was more 
bearable. ‘The men are observed to work much closer than is the 
practice in England, and the blower does all his work by rotating 
his blow-iron on a fork fixed. on the outside of a platform and at a 
convenient height. He has also a small marver, and a wood box 
containing water. All blow-irons are cased in wood two feet 
down, and Mr. Carder noticed that instead of blowing in wood or 
paste moulds they blow in iron moulds, which open and shut by 
the foot. The boy, or taker-in, places two pieces of very thin 
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wood one in each side of the mould before the blower places in the 
hot glass. As soon as the mould is closed, the workman whilst 
blowing constantly rotates his iron, and the two pieces of wood 
burn away giving off a gas which makes the surface of the bottles 
or other articles quite smooth and clear, and quite free from mould 
marks. For the very large bottles and jars used by druggists and 
confectioners, wood moulds are used, these moulds being opened 
by boys as in England. 

Mr. Carder remarks that in the cutting and grinding shop, 
with one or two exceptions, all the mills run horizontally and not 
vertically as in England, and vary in diameter from two feet up 
to five feet. 

In connection with his visit to Leipzig during the Michaelmas 
fair, Mr. Carder suggests that British manufacturers should 
go out and look through the showrooms on a similar occasion, 
that they may see for themselves what England has to compete 
with in German, Austrian and French manufactures. 

The glass industry of Bohemia next came under notice, and 
reference is made to a Royal technical school for the glass industry, 
at Haida, and another technical school at Reichenberg, each pos- 
sessing a good museum. 

In an account of his visit to the glass-works at Neuwelt, Mr. 
Carder gives a description of a process employed in making wine 
glasses with a tall and very elaborate leg. 

At these works, as also at Ehrenfeld, improved methods through- 
out nearly every department were noticed, and Mr. Carder 
expresses his opinion that the Germans and Austrians are gradu- 
ally absorbing the glass trade in Europe. Amongst the causes to 
which this result is attributed, the following may here be quoted :— 

1. Better technical education of managers and workmen. 

2. Discarding of old, and replacing by up-to-date machinery and 
labour-saving devices. For example, at Ehrenfeld, near Cologne, 
a@ machine was in use for melting the tops of wine glasses, 
tumblers, &c., at the rate of 3,000 an hour. 

3. Use of gas furnaces. 

4, Heaithier conditions of working, and, in particular, better 
ventilation in the German glass-houses, as the furnace is not 
dependent on its own draught, this being obtained from a tall 
stack placed in the yard. 


d. Study of foreign markets. 
On the subject of competition to be met, Mr. Carder remarks 


that from Germany and Austria the best English cut glass has 
nothing to fear; it is only in the common cutting, where the 
goods are first blown in moulds with the pattern on, and then 
finally gone over with wheels by girls and women to give them a 
finished appearance. The competition is with one or two Belgian 
houses that are doing some very good cutting, some of whose pro- 
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ductions were offered at prices for which they could not be cut in 
England. It is with these houses that the British industry has to 
reckon, as well as with the French and Americans. In engraving 
and etching, better work is done in England (in the best works) 
than elsewhere. In enamelling, the Germans and Austrians have 
an advantage in making a harder glass which stands a higher 
temperature, and consequently they can do better work. The 
English manufacturer, on the contrary, contents himself with 
making only one class of glass, and that with plenty of lead in it. 
It is thus unable to stand high temperature without sinking in the 
muffle. 

Mr. Carder’s report deals also with labour conditions in the glass 
industries, methods employed in connection with workpeople, &c., 
and this aspect of the subject will be recorded in a forthcoming 
issue of the ‘‘ Labour Gazette.”

CUBA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 122 of the 
“ Journal ” for the 21st January, on the subject 
of impending increases in the rates of duty 
leviable on certain articles imported into Cuba, 
the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of a copy of a telegram from H.M. Minister at Havana, reporting 
that a Decree has been published putting the following increases 
into force as from the 6th instant. 

The duties on iron and steel manufactures, cotton thread, 
earthenware and glassware, beer, and nearly all food products, have 
been increased by 30 per cent.; those on copper manufactures, 
and on machinery (other than for sugar and agriculture), by 25 per 
cent.; those on ribbon and cotton goods, except thread, by 20 per 
cent. ; and those on woollen and linen goods, by 15 per cent.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 124 of the “ Board of 

Reduced Freichts Trade Journal” of 21st January, a despatch 

eo lk ma dated 23rd January has been received from 

India me d the H.M. Embassy at Vienna, reporting that the 

Far East Austrian Lloyd Steamskip Company have 

;' arranged with the sugar producers of Austria- 

Hungary to reduce the freight on sugar from Trieste and Fiume to 

India, Japan, China, &c., on condition that all the sugar shall be 
shipped exclusively by the Austrian Lloyd steamers. 

The Austrian Lloyd has fixed the shipping rates for sugar to 
India at 14s., and to Japan at 20s. per ton up to the end of March, 
and eventually to the end of August, 1905, for those firms which 
have bound themselves to ship all the sugar sent by them to these 
countries through the Lloyd. 

The freight from Trieste to India was (up till 23rd January) 
17s. per ton, and the reduction, therefore, amounts to 3s. The 
freight to Japan was 22s. 6d. The same freight rates are also 
charged for Hungarian exports from Fiume. 

It is mentioned that the shipping rates charged for sugar to 
India were at one time 14s., and as low as 10s. 





VENEZUELA.

Resolution dated the 28th November, opening the port of Tucacas 
to trade and commerce under certain specified conditions. 

H.M. Minister remarks that Tucacas is at the head of the 
Bolivar Railway. It has no harbour, and the shallowness of the 
water will prevent large ships from proceeding to the place. 

Article 1 of the Decree states that foreign imports will 
be restricted to those goods, products and effects which 
Tucacas consumes, and as regards the coasting trade, the 
goods, products and effects imported from abroad can alone be 
sent on to the ports under the jurisdiction of the Tucacas Custom- 
house, which is newly created by the Decree. 

H.M. Minister says, “It is not likely that these regulations 
will be strictly adhered to, and I regret to be obliged to report 
that the effect of the opening of Tucacas will be to seriously 
diminish the Customs revenues of Puerto Cabello, 30 per cent. of 
which are allocated to the Powers.”

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY;, 
BRITISH INDIA. 


According to the “ Pioneer” of 17th December, a discovery of 
asbestos has been made by the Mysore Geo- 
logical Department in the vicinity of Avanhalli, 
in the Bangalore District, and the Mysore 
Government are investigating whether the 
quality and quantity of the mineral is such as to justify its 
creating an industry. Asbestos is.a common mineral in India, 
and is met with in most places, but on attempting to create an 
industry it has always been found that it is not available in 
sufficient quantities or of proper quality to make mining pay. 


CUBA. 

The “ Gaceta Oficial” contains copy of a Law, amending Article 5, 
Chapter 10, of Order 34 of 7th February, 1902, 
the effect of which is that in all railways for the 
public service the standard gauge or distance 
between the inner faces of the rails must be 
1:435 metres, and the rails must be of steel of not less weight than 
25 kilograms per metre. Railways for private use, and those for 
public service which are only of local interest, and whose services 
are not combined with those which have the standard gauge, may 
use any weight of rails subject to the approval of the Railway 
Commission, but no narrow gauge railway can be declared for the 
public service when a broad gauge exists in the same direction.

SIAM. 


The Acting Financial Adviser in Siam, in his report on the 
Budget for 1903-4, makes the following 

Silk Culture. statement regarding silk culture in that 

country :— 

“The efforts of Government are directed towards the 
establishment of an agency for the investigation of the best 
methods of silk production, as suited to Siam, and the scheme has 
outgrown the purely experimental stage at which it stood last year. 
The observations and experiments of the Japanese expert, engaged 
for this investigation, have been attended with a most satisfactory 
measure of success, and it is now the purpose of the Government, 
by the establishment of model nurseries in suitable localities and 
the adoption of modern methods of worm raising and silk reeling, 
to provide centres of instruction for the classes already engaged in 
this industry. 


“ Siam at present exports a fair quantity of raw silk, in addition 
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to the large amount employed in the« hand manufacture of 
phanungs and other articles of clothing, but the quality is in all 
classes poor owing to unskilful methods and, as a consequence, the 
prices obtained are very low compared to those of other silk- 
producing countries. This defect it will now be the endeavour of 
the Sericultural Department to remedy, by practical demonstration 
of the advantages to be derived from the scientific selection and 
cultivation both of worms and mulberry trees, as well as from 
adoption of proper mechanical means for preparing the raw silk 
for the market. With this end in view, model stations will be 
established at Bangkok, Korat and Phrapathom, and a system 
inaugurated for the training of apprentices belonging to the 
cultivating classes. In the pr esent year it is proposed to entertain 


20 of these.” 





PARAGUAY. 


A sample of “Samuhi ” or “Samohi” vegetable silk, which is 
entit en Gamtle derived from the pod of a species of Chlorisia, 
P f ple a tree of the Natural Order Sterculiacee, has 
“Ve aime Sik.” been received from H.M. Consul at Asuncion: 
5 The sample has been examined in the 
Scientific and Technical Department of the Imperial Institute, 
which reports that it consists of a silky floss composed of fine, 
lustrous hairs of 10-20 mm. in length, and is of a pale buff colour. 
It is too short and brittle for spinning purposes, but would be 
of value for stuffing cushions and mattresses. On chemical 
analysis, it was found to contain 59°7 per cent. of cellulose, 7-9 per 
cent. of moisture, and 2:2 per cent. of ash. A specimen of the 
floss has been submitted to a leading firm of fibre brokers, who 
report that it resembles “ kapok” (which is used in upholstery), 
is clean, of good colour, and worth 44d. perlb. It should be shipped 
in bales of about 150 Ibs. each, and must not be too heavily 


pressed.

incidental services of transmitting, receiving, and collecting or 
delivering wireless telegrams. 

No person will be allowed to instal, erect, maintain, or use in 
the Colony, any apparatus or instrument for the purpose . of 
wireless telegraphy without having .previously obtained from the 
Governor a license, granted on such terms and conditions as he 
may prescribe. 

Any person contravening the above provisions is liable on 
conviction to. a fine not exceeding 50l., and to have the apparatus 
and installation forfeited.
